Groll' served under this Board he _ con- 
tributed a great deal from his wealth of 
administrative experience to the success of 
the Board in the development of the finan- 
cial and administrative policies of the 
Park, Forestry, Cemetery and Recreation 
Departments, at a time when they were 
making their greatest growth.
